•wine of a particular type and having 
particular characteristics r.s to sweet­ 
ness, color and bouquet, made from 
fresh grapes grown in Portugal and 
shipped from Oporto.” 
This description does not apply to a 
large quantity of the so-called “port” 
wines sold in London. As a m atter of 
fact the cheap “ports” are nearly all 
made in London.

of excise officials, but as they make it 
from dried currants or raisins and use 
In the m anufacture a certain amount 
of real port wine they avoid the pay­ 
m ent of import duties.

HER SOLDIERS ARE SHORTER 


But Austria Takes More Care in Se­ 
lecting Healthy Men for 
the Army. 


Vienna, Austria.—The new recruit­ 
ing 
law 
of 
the 
Austro-Hungarian 
forces stipulates a height of at least 
five feet for men to be enlisted in the 
ordinary rank and file of the territo­ 
rial forces or of the navy, while for 
those men who will work in the work­ 
shops or arsenals or in the offices as 
clerks, the minimum height will be 
one inch less than five feet. Further­ 
more, the new requirements pay in­ 
creased attention to the antecedents 
of the men, especially the mental his­ 
tory, and a history of previous epilep­ 
tic attacks or mental instability will 
make the man Ineligible for the serv­ 
ice. 
In the last year, when, owing to 
the uncertainty of the political situa­ 
tion, preparations for war included the 
recruiting of large numbers of men 
from apparently underfed districts, it 
was noted 
that persons otherwise 
quite healthy did not reach the height 
limit. 
These would be lost if the old 
law’ should continue in force. 
“At any rate,” says the Vienna cor­ 
respondent of the Journal of the 
American Medical Association, “even 
with the new law the supply of men 
capable for service is but sparingly 
drawn on, not even one per cent of 
the population of 50,000,000 being un­ 
der arniB in time of peace, while for 
war about four per cent are available.”

Jones, of Chicago, whose nomination 


by President Wilson as a member 
the iederal reserve board 
favorably reported to the 
a majority of the banking and cur­ 
rency committee, submitted a sup­ 
plemental statement of his case yes­ 
terday in the form of a letter to Sen­ 
ator Hitchcock, acting chairman of 
the committee. 
Mi. Jones said the International 
I Jai \ester company had been doing 
business for six years when he be­ 
came a director, and the government 
then had taken no action against It. 
“I then believed, and I still telieve, 
that at the date of my acceptance of 
the position of director the corpora- 
tion was a law-abiding corporation 
and that its business methods were 
productive of benefit 
and 
not 
of 
harm, and in that belief I accepted 
Hie position of a director,” he wrote. 
“As to the other branch, namely, 
the 
acts 
of 
the company and its 
board of directors, since I became 
a director, so far as I have known, 
they have been 
neither 
oppressive 
nor illegal iii any particular.” 
With 
reference 
to the Missouri 
case, in which the organization of 
the harvester company was declared 
illegal, Mr. Jones insisted that the 
charge of “unfair dealing” by the 
company toward the farmers was em­ 
phatically denied bv the court. 
Concerning the New Jersey Zinc 
company, with which Mr. Jones also 
is connected, the Chicagoan declared 
that the charge made by the commit­ 
tee majority that “it owns practically 
all the zinc ore in the United States” 
has not a particle of evidence to sup­ 
port it and that, “moreover, every­ 
body who knows the beggarly rudi­ 
ments of the zinc industry knows that 
the statem ent is not simply false—it 
is ridiculously false.” 
“In an inquiry ostensibly intended 
simply to determine my fitness for 
public office,” the letter added, “a 
corporation in which I was a direc­ 
tor has been branded as a Oust and 
its earnings stigmatized as 'uncon­ 
scionable,’ and these charges were 
spread broadcast through the public 
press under the great authority of the 
committee on banking and currency 
of the senate of the United States.” 
It was stated at the White House 
last night that, despite reports of the 
O’Gorman-Warburg conference, it was 
not believed Paul M. Warburg would 
appear before the committee. 
Mem­ 
bers of the committee declared that 
if he did appear there would be no 
compromise on the part of the com­ 
mittee in its attitude. 
Senators Shafroth, Hollis. Lee and 
Pomerene, democrats, of the banking 
committee, who favor Mr. Jones’ con­ 
firmation, expect to submit their mi­ 
nority report today. 
They hope to 
have a vote on his confirmation be­ 
fore the end of the week.
